“BAEDEKER” BACK 
(CHATTING WITH A FRIEND who not long ago returned 

from a tour of the British Isles and the continent, casual 
mention was made of guide books 
And it seht my mind harking back to the days of my youth 
when “Baedeker” was the familiar hallmark of the tourist, 
the “open Sesame” to the show placesand sights of the Old 
World. 

Everywhere we went, whether in Switzerland, Germany, 
France, Holland or Belgium, we would run across groups, 
shepherded by a-Cook’s man or a cicerone from some other 
well-known tourist agency, armed with their fat, pocked-sized 
Baedekers in the characteristic crimson binding. 


MADE IN GERMANY 


oes A GOOD MANY other accepted things in those days, 
these famous guide books were made in Germany, by the 
century-old publishing house of Kar] Baedeker in Leipzig. 

It was in Coblenz in the 1830's that the original Baedeker 
Started issuing guide books for travelers, the first on the 
Rhine country..and the second.on. Belgium and. Holland. 

Baedekers“‘on “Germany and’“Austna™ followed “in” 1842; 
Switzerland in 1844. Paris and environs set a new standard in 
city guides in 1855. Upon Karl's death in 1859, his son Fritz 
took the helni, and in 1861 issued the first English translations.
